ARTICLE  5.  Richard  Burkholder  moved  and  Woody  Fraser  seconded  a  motion  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  choose  and  appoint  all  other  Town  Of- 
ficers. Since  there  was  no  discussion  the  Moderator  called  for  a  vote. 

PASSED. 

ARTICLE  6.  Rick  Erickson  moved  and  Robert  Wilson  seconded  a  motion  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  monies  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 
Again  with  no  discussion,  a  vote  was  taken.  PASSED 

ARTICLE  7.  It  was  moved  by  Alfred  Grimes  and  seconded  by  Janet  Wall  to  raise 
and  appropriate  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  ($10,000.00)  for  the  existing 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  in  Article  8  at  the  1988  Town  Meeting 
for  the  Cemetery  Fund,  and  further  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  act 
as  agents  to  withdraw  and  expend  from  this  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 
Chairman  of  the  Cemetery  Committee  Alfred  Grimes  gave  a  com- 
plete report  of  the  direction  this  Committee  is  taking.  The  Town 
recently  purchased  a  portion  of  the  Kenneth  Tibbetts  property  at  the 
corner  of  Town  Hall  Road  and  Cherry  Lane  for  use  as  a  Municipal 
Cemetery  and  Memorial  Park.  The  Committee  now  must  gather  in- 
formation and  develop  a  plot  plan  which  will  determine  soil 
capabilities,  roadways,  excavation  and  grading,  and  individual 
burial  lot  sites  and  enclosures.  Mr.  Grimes  urged  passage  of  this  Arti- 
cle "in  order  to  establish  a  nice  workable  cemetery  to  best  satisfy  the 
needs  of  the  Town".  There  were  no  questions  from  the  voters  so  a 
vote  was  called.  PASSED 


ARTICLE  8.  Selectman  Bruce  Hodsdon  moved  and  Sylvia  Grimes  seconded  a  mo- 
tion to  raise  and  appropriate  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  ($10,000.00) 
for  the  existing  Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  in  Article  6  at  the  1991 
Town  Meeting  for  the  purpose  of  the  Revaluation  of  Properties  in 
the  Town  of  Madbury  and  further  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  act 
as  agents  to  withdraw  and  expend  from  this  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 
Mr.  Hodsdon  explained  that  new  assessing  will  begin  this  summer 
and  continue  until  1994  when  all  hope  that  property  values  will  have 
stabilized  so  that  the  revaluation  will  be  accurate.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
new  valuations  will  be  in  place  for  April  1994.  Hodsdon  said  that 
$5,000.00  was  set  aside  for  the  project  during  last  year's  Town 
meeting  and  another  $10,000.00  will  be  needed  at  next  year's  Town 
Meeting  to  complete  the  estimated  $25,000.00  task. 

The  Moderator  called  for  a  vote  when  there  were  no  questions  posed 
by  any  voters  present.  CARRIED 

ARTICLE  9.  Selectman  Richard  Houghton  moved  and  Robert  Wilson  seconded 
that  the  Town  adopt  the  proposed  budget  of  $505,253.00  for  the 
current  year  1992.  Selectman  Chairman  Houghton  expressed  that 


this  was  truly  a  reduction  in  expenditures  that  the  Board  was  pro- 
posing no  "smoke  and  mirrors".  The  Board  felt  a  responsibility  to 
come  up  with  a  budget  that  reflects  the  concerns  of  the  community 
and  still  maintain  an  infrastructure  and  continue  to  run  the  Town. 
A  few  questions,  mostly  regarding  roads,  were  asked  by  voters. 
Selectman  Houghton  explained  that  maintenance  and  resurfacing 
of  current  Town  roads  will  be  of  highest  priority  in  1992.  With  no 
further  questions,  a  vote  was  taken.  CARRIED. 

ARTICLE  10.  Selectman  Jay  Moriarty  moved  and  Janet  Wall  seconded  a  motion 
to  extend  the  Town's  involvement  and  commitment  as  a  member  of 
the  Lamprey  Regional  Solid  Waste  Cooperative  from  its  current  ter- 
mination date  of  June  1993  until  the  end  of  the  business  day  on 
June  30,  1996.  Jay  explained  that  a  Long  Range  Planning  Commit- 
tee is  studying  the  towns'  options  once  Lamprey  closes  down  and 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  will  appear  before  voters  sometime  in  the 
future  to  present  those  plans.  There  being  no  discussion  or  ques- 
tions,       the        Moderator        called        for        a        vote. 

CARRIED. 

ARTICLE  1 1 .  Craig  Seaver  moved  and  Peg  Wolcott  seconded  the  Article  to  retain 
the  unexpended  portion  of  the  1992  Conservation  Commission  ap- 
propriation, said  monies  to  be  placed  in  the  Madbury  Conservation 
Fund.  Mr.  Seaver  urged  passage  of  this  Article  which  must  be  voted 
on  each  year  by  state  statute.  There  being  no  questions  or  com- 
ments, a  vote  was  taken.  CARRIED 

ARTICLE  12.  It  was  moved  by  Richard  Schreiber  and  seconded  by  Joan 
Burkholder  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for,  accept  and  ex- 
pend, without  further  action  by  the  Town  Meeting,  money  from 
the  State,  Federal  or  other  governmental  unit  or  private  source 
which  may  become  available  during  the  fiscal  year  in  accordance 
with  the  procedures  set  forth  in  RSA  31:95-b.  No  questions  or 
discussion  ensued.  The  Moderator  called  for  a  vote.        CARRIED. 


ARTICLE  13.  Pauline  Hayes  moved  and  George  Hickman  seconded  the  Article  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  convey  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the 
Town  by  Tax  Collector's  Deed.  Such  coveyance  shall  be  by  deed 
following  a  public  auction,  or  the  property  may  be  sold  by  advertis- 
ed sealed  bids,  or  may  be  otherwise  disposed  of  as  justice  may  re- 
quire, pursuant  to  RSA  80:80.  Selectman  Houghton  explained  that 
we  are  required  to  have  this  on  the  Warrant  by  state  statute.  There 
were  no  questions.  A  vote  was  taken.  CARRIED. 

ARTICLE  14.  There  were  no  Committee  reports  to  be  heard  at  this  Meeting, 
however,  there  were  a  number  of  residents  who  wished  to  express 
various  concerns  which  the  Moderator  allowed  at  this  time. 


Selectman  Chairman  Houghton  explained  that  the  Town  of  Mad- 
bury  is  still  negotiating  with  other  PRPs  concerning  the  Cleanup  of 
the  Tolend  Landfill.  A  special  Town  Meeting  will  be  called  once 
the  negotiations  are  settled.  Everyone  will  be  fully  informed  of  the 
details  at  that  time.  The  Selectmen  stressed  that  they  have  done 
their  very  best  to  act  responsibly  in  this  serious  matter. 

Michael  Gill  asked  if  toxic  waste  is  being  dumped  on  the  Kingman 
Farm  by  the  University  of  New  Hampshire.  Selectmen  and  Conser- 
vation Commissioners  knew  of  no  such  problem. 

State  Senator  Jeanne  Shaheen  reported  briefly  on  the  East-West 
Highway  Plan.  Route  9  is  still  in  the  study.  Harrington  wants  Route 
155  reintroduced  as  a  possible  corridor.  Madbury  needs  to  stay 
alert  to  this  ongoing  study. 

State  Representative  Janet  Wall  who  also  serves  as  a  representative 
on  the  Strafford  Regional  Planning  Commission  stated  that  the 
SRPC  needs  input  from  Madbury  Boards  and  citizens  regarding 
their  desires  for  the  East-West  Highway. 

ARTICLE  15.  Lorraine  B.  Morong  thanked  the  Town  of  Madbury  for  dedicating 
the  1991  Annual  Town  Reprot  to  her  late  husband  Bill.  She  said 
she  and  her  children  "recognize  this  not  only  as  an  honor  to  Bill  but 
as  a  kindness  to  us,  his  family". 

Representative  Wall  announced  that  redistricting  legislation  could 
cut  Madbury's  representation  in  Concord  to  just  a  "floater"  shared 
by  Durham,  Lee,  Barrington  and  Madbury.  She  explained  that  if 
this  passes  it  will  become  very  difficult  for  Madbury  to  be  personal- 
ly represented.  She  urged  citizens  to  let  State  Senators  how  they  feel 
since  the  vote  comes  up  in  the  State  Senate  next. 

Eileen  Corrow  questioned  the  Selectmen  about  the  straw  poll 
which  they  took  in  February  at  the  Presidential  Primary  Election. 
They  explained  that  they  had  taken  an  informal  survey  of  the  voters 
to  get  a  feel  for  citizen  reaction  to  their  decision  to  let  the  Oyster 
River  School  District  us  the  Town  Hall  for  two  classrooms  next 
year.  Selectman  Hodsdon  said  that  there  was  a  definite  leaning  in 
favor  with  a  vote  of  160  -  yes  to  60  -  no.  Mrs.  Corrow  wished  to 
protest  the  use  of  our  lovely  antique  Town  Hall  by  two  classes  of 
kindergarteners.  A  rather  heated  debate  ensued  on  this  topic. 
Selectmen  stated  that  they  were  not  in  favor  of  this  arrangement  but 
all  three  agreed  to  the  proposal  IF  it's  found  to  be  the  best  solution 
available  by  the  school  administrators.  The  Selectmen  also  said  that 
they  thought  it  was  the  right  thing  to  do  and  that  their  Board  indeed 


has  the  right  to  allow  the  school  district  to  use  part  of  the  Town 
Hall  during  the  next  school  year. 


With  no  other  business  to  be  brought  up  at  this  time,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at 
8:50  P.M.,  in  order  to  count  ballots.  Ballots  were  counted,  and  the  meeting  was  of- 
ficially adjourned  at  9:55  P.M.

A  Special  Town  Meeting  for  the  Town  of  Madbury,  New  Hampshire  was  called 
to  order  at  7:30  P.M.  on  Wednesday,  July  29,  1992  at  the  Madbury  Town  Hall. 
Moderator  Donald  W.  Melvin  swore  in  ballot  clerks  Carleton  Wentworth,  Rita  Prin- 
ty,  Mary  Ellen  Duffy,  Georgia  Drew  and  Diane  Hodgson.  Mr.  Wentworth  was  also 
appointed  assistant  Moderator  to  help  at  the  ballot  box.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  amount  of 
$300,000  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  that  amount 
for  the  purpose  of  funding  its  settlement  contribution  toward  the 
remediation  of  the  Tolend  Road  Landfill  in  Dover,  New  Hamp- 
shire. 

Selectman  Bruce  Hodsdon  moved  the  Article  as  read  and  E.  S.  Eraser  Jr.  seconded 
the  motion.  Selectman  Chair  Richard  Houghton  gave  a  brief  history  of  Madbury's 
involvement  in  the  Tolend  Landfill  Cleanup  issue,  emphasizing  that  it  has  cost  Mad- 
bury nearly  $105,000  in  legal  fees  since  February  1988.  He  explained  that  if  Mad- 
bury pays  the  City  of  Dover  a  settlement  fee  of  $300,000  NOW  that  Madbury  will 
be  protected  from  further  costs  UNLESS  cleanup  costs  exceed  the  projected  $30 
million.  If  costs  total  more  than  $30  million  then  all  parties  must  renegotiate.  Mr. 
Houghton  said  that  the  Selectmen  expect  to  borrow  the  full  $300,000  for  a  five  year 
period  and  estimate  that  the  tax  increase  due  to  this  borrowing  will  be  approximately 
75"^  per  thousand  dollars  of  assessed  valuation  beginning  in  the  tax  year  1993. 

Mr.  Houghton  thanked  all  the  residents  who  came  out  on  a  hot  summer's  evening 
to  vote;  Foster's  Daily  Democrat  for  its  excellent  information  coverage;  and  at- 
torneys Christopher  Wyskiel  and  Robert  Gallo  for  their  dedication  and  hard  work 
on  Madbury's  behalf. 

Very  few  questions  were  asked  by  votes.  Discussion  ended  at  7:48  P.M.  A  recess 
was  taken  for  ten  minutes  for  voters  to  cast  their  paper  ballots.  Polls  remained  open 
while  the  meeting  recovened  at  7:58  P.M. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sign  the 
"Consent  Decree"  between  the  United  States  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  and  various  settling  Potentially  Responsible  Par- 
ties concerning  the  remediation  of  the  Tolend  Road  Landfill  in 
Dover,  N.H. 

Lorraine  Morong  moved  and  David  Penniman  seconded  the  motion  as  read.  There 
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being  hardly  any  discussion,  the  Moderator  called  for  the  vote.  PASSED 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sign  the 
"Memorandum  of  Understanding"  and  any  "PRP  Group  Organiza- 
tion Agreement"  by  and  among  settling  Potentially  Responsible 
Parties  concerning  the  remediation  of  the  Tolend  Road  Landfill  in 
Dover,  N.H. 

Selectman  Joseph  Moriarty  moved  and  Robert  Sterndale  seconded  the  motion  as 
read.  The  Moderator  called  for  the  vote  after  there  was  no  discussion  on  this  Article. 

PASSED 

ARTICLE  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sign  a 
"Settlement  and  Indemnification  Agreement"  with  the  City  of 
Dover,  New  Hampshire,  and  any  other  related  agreements  as  may 
be  necessary  to  confirm  the  various  legal  protections  to  be  given  by 
the  City  of  Dover  to  the  Town  of  Madbury  in  consideration  of 
Madbury's  direct  payment  to  Dover  of  Madbury's  settlement  con- 
tribution toward  remediation  of  the  Tolend  Road  Landfill  in 
Dover,  New  Hampshire. 

David  Childs  moved  and  Robert  Hodgson  seconded  the  motion  as  read.  Richard 
Houghton  explained  that  when  the  Board  of  Selectmen  realized  that  the  EPA  was  not 
going  to  listen  to  "little"  Madbury,  the  Board  decided  to  join  with  Dover.  At  this 
point  Attorney  Gallo  explained,  in  as  simple  terms  as  possible,  the  different 
documents  that  the  Madbury  Selectmen  will  be  signing.  With  no  further  discussion  a 
vote  was  taken.  PASSED 

ARTICLE  5.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  the 
meeting. 

Selectman  Chair  Richard  Houghton  again  personally  thanked  Madbury's  legal 
counsel  for  their  dedicated  work  and  the  townspeople  for  their  continued  support. 

Resident  Joan  Whittier  offered  her  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
for  their  years  of  community  service.  She  gave  her  thanks  for  "'your  intelligence,  in- 
tegrity and  the  enormous  amount  of  time  you've  given  the  Town  of  Madbury".  Her 
comments  were  followed  by  applause  from  all  those  in  the  Hall. 

Resident  Bill  Given  asked,  "Are  we  watching  out  for  any  future  town  toxic  land 
problems?"  Selectmen  assured  him  that  Madbury's  landfill  is  carefully  monitored 
and  mostly  just  a  transfer  station  now.  Any  reported  protential  problem  areas  are 
always  checked. 

With  no  other  business  brought  up  at  this  time,  the  Moderator  adjourned  the 
meeting  at  8:25  P.M.  with  the  polls  remaining  open  until  8:48  P.M.  By  8:52  the  84 
cast  ballots  were  counted.  Fifty-six  YES  votes  were  needed  for  two-thirds  vote.

The  fire  department  responded  to  53  calls  in  1992.  None  resulted  in  any  serious 
loss  or  injuries.  The  F.A.S.T.  Squad  responded  to  41  calls,  we  had  no  firefighter  in- 
juries. 

We  had  three  firefighters  resign  from  the  Department,  Dan  York,  James  Gosse  and 
Sean  McDonald.  They  have  moved  out  of  the  area.  I  would  like  to  thank  them  for 
their  services  to  the  town. 

We  have  added  five  new  members  to  the  rolls,  Steve  Noel,  Mark  Jennings,  Dave 
Simpson,  Chris  May  and  Dave  Sunberg.  We  are  fortunate  to  have  these  men  join  our 
ranks.  We  now  have  26  members  in  our  department.  We  had  an  average  of  9  men 
per  call  this  year. 

Thanks  to  Training  Officer  Tom  Perley's  efforts,  we  have  been  training  twice  a 
month  and  have  had  1 1  men  complete  Firefighter  I  and  receive  New  Hampshire  Cer- 
tification. This  is  a  130  hour-l-  course  and  they  are  to  be  commended  for  their  ef- 
forts. 

We  have  been  busy  clearing  brush  in  back  of  the  station  to  provide  more  parking 
and  room  for  a  storage  shed  we  have  purchased.  We  have  also  taken  down  the 
"Whistle  Tower"  and  had  some  donated  fill  brought  in  and  graded  by  Don  Stewart 
of  Fitch  Construction. 

Madbury  Day  was  the  best  ever  thanks  to  the  committee  and  all  who  participated. 
The  food  sale  and  yard  sale  was  successful  thanks  to  donations  from  townspeople. 
Special  thanks  to  Marilyn  and  Buzzy  Hanscom  for  the  donation  of  all  the  paper 
goods  and  the  coleslaw.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  HRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  FIRE  RANGER 

1992  was  below  average  for  wildfires  reported  in  our  State.  Our  largest  fire  was  in 
May  in  Rumney  where  a  suspicious  origin  fire  burned  approximately  150  acres  with 
a  total  cost  of  approximately  $30,000.  The  N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands 
assisted  many  other  communities  in  wildland  fire  suppression  as  well. 

Our  fire  lookout  towers  reported  289  fires,  burning  a  total  of  136  acres.  Our  ma- 
jor causes  of  fires  were  fires  kindled  without  a  permit,  unknown  causes  and  children. 
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Please  help  your  town  and  State  Forest  Fire  Officials  with  fire  prevention.  New 
Hampshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27)  requires  that,  "No  person,  firm  or  corporation 
shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire  or  burn  or  cause  to  be  burned  any  material 
in  the  open,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  without  first  obtaining  a 
written  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the  town  where  the  burning  is  to 
be  done."  Violation  of  this  statute  is  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  a  fine  of  up  to 
$1,000  and /or  a  year  in  jail  and  you  are  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

Local  Fire  departments  are  responsible  for  suppressing  fires.  The  small  average  fire 
size  of  .47  acre/ fire  is  a  tribute  to  early  detection  by  the  public  or  our  fire  tower 
system  and  the  quick  response  of  our  trained  local  fire  departments.  Please  help  your 
Warden  and  fire  department  by  requesting  and  obtaining  a  fire  permit  before  kin- 
dling an  open  fire. 

The  N.H.  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted  28  towns  with  a  total  of  $20,000 
in  50/50  cost  share  grants  for  fire  fighter  safety  items  and  wildland  suppression 
equipment  in  1992.

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MADBURY  PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

Although  there  were  not  many  subdivision  during  1992,  the  few  that  did  occur 
and  the  non-residential  site  reviews  that  occurred,  required  an  extensive  amount  of 
time  on  the  part  of  the  Board. 

Three  subdivisions  were  approved  creating  twenty-seven  new  lots.  The  one  major 
subdivision  that  was  approved  located  on  Cherry  Lane,  Town  Hall  and  Hayes  Road 
created  twenty-five  new  lots  and  required  an  extensive  amount  of  discussion  and 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  also  performed  four  non-residential  site  reviews.  Two  of  the 
applications  were  complex  and  required  a  great  deal  of  input  and  time  from  the 
Board  and  the  public.  Approved  were  the  conversion  of  Madbury  Video  to  a 
convenience  store,  an  expansion  of  N.E.S.A.,  a  small  engine  repair  shop  for  William 
Morrison  and  a  law  office  for  Craig  Evans. 

As  a  result  of  the  town  meeting  action  on  the  1991  proposed  ordinances,  the 
Board  has  begun  revising  those  in  an  attempt  to  reflect  the  sentiment  of  the 
community.  This  will  continue  into  1993  with  the  intent  of  presenting  a  complete 
package  to  the  Town  next  year. 

The  Planning  Board  wishes  to  extend  its  thanks  for  the  input  that  has  been 
received  from  both  the  public  and  other  Boards  over  the  course  of  this  year.

MADBURY  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
1992  ANNUAL  REPORT 

Personnel  matters  have  been  prominent  among  Commission  concerns  this  year. 
We  have  been  strengthened  by  the  appointment  of  Susan  Warner  Smith.  The  loss  of 
Drew  Sanborn  (moved  to  Connecticut)  and  Suzanne  Watson  (sabbatical  to  Seattle), 
however,  have  made  us  shorthanded  again. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Lee  Commission  we  have  begun  investigating  easement 
possibilities  on  Kingman  Farm  and  Lee's  Burleigh-Demerritt  Farm.  While  this 
endeavor  is  only  in  its  preliminary  stages,  we  do  have  a  proposed  easement  document 
to  present  to  UNH  officials  when  the  appropriate  meeting  arrangements  can  be 
made. 

In  another  initiative,  the  Commission  engaged  consulting  forester  Charles  Moreno 
to  produce  a  proposal  for  managing  the  forested  portions  of  the  Pudding  Hill  proper- 
ty. A  well-run  harvesting  operation  would  enhance  habitat  and  recreational  uses  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendation  in  the  1985  Inventory  of  Properties  Owned  by 
the  Town  of  Madbury. 

New  land  protection  resulted  from  cooperation  among  town  boards  and  land- 
owner Nelson  Bolstridge.  In  connection  with  his  subdivision  of  land  bordering 
Cherry  Lane,  Town  Hall  Road,  and  Hayes  Road,  the  Conservation  Commission 
contributed  a  portion  of  the  Conservation  Fund  to  cap  a  deal  which  put  90  acres  of 
remaining  land  in  town  ownership.  The  Commission  will  be  developing  a  manage- 
ment plan  for  this  parcel  to  be  known  as  the  Bolstridge  Forest.  Connections  to 
Cherry  Lane  and  Hayes  Road  should  allow  a  new  link  to  be  forged  in  Madbury 's 
trail  system  at  the  same  time  that  significant  acreage  remains  as  wildlife  habitat. 

Commission  members  also  attended  many  Planning  Board  meetings,  availed 
themselves  of  various  workshops  and  conservation  meetings,  and  completed  the  se- 
cond annual  monitoring  of  the  Fernald  Easement.

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CEMETERY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Cemetery  Committee  has  been  working  this  past  year  on  plans  for  the 
physical  layout  of  a  Memorial  Park  to  be  located  on  Town  Hall  Road.  We  have  met 
with  area  cemetery  supervisors,  funeral  directors  and  visited  neighboring  town 
cemeteries.  This  gave  us  much  insite  and  direction  for  planning  the  best  physical 
layout  for  the  designated  area. 

The  committee  engaged  the  services  of  McEneaney  Survey  Associates,  Inc.  of 
Dover,  N.H.  to  study  the  committee  ideas  for  site  and  lay  out  for  possible  plot  plans. 
The  plan  we  have  selected  will  satisfy  the  short  and  long  term  phased  development 
needs  of  the  Town. 

The  basic  1st  phase  cf  site  development  will  start  during  the  summer  of  1993, 
when  the  roadways  and  permanent  survey  markers  for  lot /site  identification  will  be 
constructed. 

The  next  project  of  the  committee  will  be  to  study  and  propose  Policy  and  Regula- 
tions to  govern  the  sale  and  maintenance  of  grave  lot/ site  and  use  of  the  cemetery 
area.

Madbury  has  more  than  forty  graveyards  scattered  through  our  Uttle  town. 
Several  of  them  got  some  needed  attention  in  1992  and  as  a  result  look  better  to 
those  of  us  who  pass  them  everyday.  The  people  that  established  these  hard  earned 
resting  places  for  themselves  and  their  loved  ones  would  be  pleased  to  see  that  their 
memorials  are  being  respected. 

The  graveyard  at  the  site  of  the  "Boody  Rock"  has  been  cleared  of  brush,  the 
poison  ivy  sprayed  and  a  single  split  rail  fence  installed.  Mrs.  Zelonis  and  her  4th 
grade  class  at  the  Moharimet  School  are  thanked  for  their  fundraising  to  start  this 
project.  A  Madbury  business  and  some  townspeople  also  contributed  to  see  it  finish- 
ed. 

Equally  pleasing  to  see  is  the  graveyard  near  the  corner  of  Mill  Hill  Road  and  Old 
Stage  Road  which  has  been  cleared  and  a  fence  built  and  painted  by  decendants  of 
the  Sanders  and  Young  families  buried  there. 

We  can  only  hope  that  other  townspeople  will  see  fit  to  "adopt  a  graveyard"!  You 
will  find  it  not  only  mentally  intriguing  but  a  good  aerobic  workout  as  well.  If  you 
would  like  to  know  the  locations  of  the  many  graveyards  that  need  some  "TLC"  con- 
tact a  Historical  Society  Member  or  the  town  hall  for  a  map. 

Another  project  completed  that  the  Society  is  very  proud  of,  is  the  discovery  and 
subsequent  restoration  and  preservation  of  an  old  book  of  early  town  records.  This 
book  contains  the  "goings  on"  in  Madbury  from  1755  to  1827  and  is  a  fascinating 
glimpse  of  every  day  life  in  that  era.  It  has  the  "warnings  out  of  town",  the  selling  of 
the  "pew  priviledges",  the  buying  of  "Rum  for  the  raisin  -",  of  "chains  and  plows  and 
axles  broke  on  the  highways",  what  was  "payd  for  teaching  and  payd  for  preaching", 
(in  pounds,  shillings,  pence  and  farthings).  It  has  the  "letting  out  of  the  poor",  the 
hiring  of  soldiers  for  the  Continental  army,  tales  of  legitimacy  and  illegitimacy.  It  is  a 
"must  read"  for  those  hooked  on  history.  It  is  available  for  viewing  at  the  town  hall 
during  regular  business  hours.

MADBURY  WATER  DISTRICT  REPORT  —  1992 

The  major  thrust  of  the  Water  Board  in  1992  was  to  organize  and  digest  all  of  the 
information  generated  over  the  past  and  to  develop  a  planning  document  for  future 
endeavors.  To  this  end,  two  reports  were  generated:  (1)  Prioritization  of  Madbury 
Water  Issues,  and  (2)  Statistical  Analysis  of  Well  Water  Quality  Surveys:  Madbury, 
N.H.  Both  reports  were  written  by  Mr.  Scott  R.  Nerney  and  are  available  at  no 
charge  to  town  residents. 

The  first  report  delineates  an  action  plan  for  the  years  1993  to  2001.  The  second 
report  reports  on  statistical  tests  of  the  1976  and  1989/90  ground  water  data  sets, 
and  concludes  that  there  are  some  minor  changes  in  water  quality,  but  nothing 
significant.

LAMPREY  REGIONAL  SOLID  WASTE  COOPERATIVE 

The  Lamprey  Regional  in  1992  had  a  very  good  year  in  that  we  were  able  to  install 
energy  saving  equipment  into  our  facility  making  the  energy  recovery  facility  more 
efficient  and  increasing  the  Cooperative  revenue  while  saving  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire  a  significant  amount  of  money.  This  is  the  third  year  we  have  been  able 
to  maintain  our  tipping  fees  at  the  1989  levels.  We  are  also  building  a  reserve  for 
future  costs  that  may  impact  the  Cooperative. 

Also  in  1992  we  had  an  engineering  study  done  relating  to  the  possibility  of  the 
Lamprey  Regional  Solid  Waste  Cooperative  building  and  running  a  Materials 
Recovery  Facility.  The  study  indicates  that  the  MRF  concept  is  technically  feasible 
and  economically  viable.  This  has  kept  the  whole  Board  of  Directors  very  busy  in 
1992  and  in  1993  many  more  decisions  will  have  to  be  made  about  our  future  direc- 
tions.

Squamscott  Home  Health  is  a  voluntary,  not-for-profit  home  and  community 
health  agency  whose  primary  purpose  is  to  provide  health  care  services  to  residents 
of  the  communities  of  Dover,  Durham,  Lee,  Madbury  and  Newmarket.  Services  in- 
clude nursing,  home  health  aide,  physical  therapy,  occupational  therapy,  speech 
therapy,  medical  social  services,  care  management  and  health  education /support  to 
individuals  and  families,  special  groups,  and  the  community  as  a  whole. 

We  are  Medicare  and  Medicaid  certified  and  licensed  as  a  home  care  agency  by  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire.  We  are  the  Lead  Agency  in  Partnership  with  two  other 
VNAs  and  the  Strafford  Hospice  Care,  Inc.  in  a  program  to  bring  Medicare  Certified 
Hospice  services  to  Strafford  County.  This  is  being  done  in  cooperation  with  each 
other  to  enable  the  realization  of  lower  overhead  costs  and  to  allow  patients  to  be 
served  by  the  VNA  what  would  ordinarily  cover  their  residence  area.  This  accounts 
for  the  major  cost  increase  in  budgeted  expenses  but  will  be  accompanied  by  in- 
creased income  for  services  provided  under  that  benefit  program. 

PROGRAM  OBJECTIVES: 

1.  To  provide  home  care  services  to  consumers  residing  in  communities  of  Dover, 
Durham,  Lee,  Madbury,  Newmarket  and  contiguous  communities  upon  re- 
quest. 

2.  To  determine  additional  needs  of  residents  and  study  the  feasibility  of  adding 
those  services  not  available  through  other  sources.  This  is  the  objective  under 
which  the  newly  formed  partnership  with  other  agencies  to  bring  a  new  service 
to  the  county  without  duplicating  services  and  costs. 

3.  To  remain  fiscally  viable  and  retain  the  ability  to  make  all  medically  necessary 
services  available  to  all  people  requiring  them  regardless  of  the  individual's 
economic  status. 

4.  To  measure  and  improve  the  quality  of  care  provided  to  children  from  birth  to 
six  years  of  age  in  need  of  achieving  their  best  possible  state  of  health. 

5.  To  provide  nursing  assessment,  counselling,  and  health  guidance  to  elderly  per- 
sons by  having  a  professional  nurse  available  on  a  regularly  scheduled  basis  at 
elderly  housing  settlements  and  town  buildings. 

6.  To  provide  nursing  assessment  and  counselling  to  the  general  public  on  a 
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regularly  scheduled  basis  at  selected  sites  within  the  communities  served;  screen- 
ing for  hypertension,  diabetes,  cancer,  and  other  preventable  diseases. 

7.  To  provide  Medicare  Certified  Hospice  care  to  all  in  need  and  to  do  so  in 
cooperation  with  other  agencies  so  as  to  reduce  duplication  and  contain  costs. 

8.  To  provide  assistance  and  consultation  to  other  providers  of  health  and  human 
services  reaching  into  the  communities  to  screen  and  educate  the  public  for 
preventive  purposes. 

Squamscott  Home  Health  is  requesting  each  of  its  cities  and  towns  to  increase  by 
3%  to  5%  their  support  of  our  agency  and  its  services.  The  Town  of  Madbury  is  re- 
quested to  increase  its  support  by  $61,  or  3%  of  the  support  of  1992. 

We  are  realizing  an  increase  in  requests  for  free  and /or  scaled  care  during  this  cur- 
rent economic  down  time.  In  the  period  from  February  1992  through  30  November 
1992,  residents  of  the  Town  of  Madbury  have  received  $2,259  of  unreimbursed, 
cost-based  care.  After  crediting  the  $1,687  of  town  support  through  the  same  time 
period,  there  remains  a  value  of  $572  of  care  provided  without  charge. 

Home  care  services  provided  in  Madbury  to  date  in  1992  have  increased  by  9% 
over  the  same  period  in  1991. 

An  opportunity  to  discuss  this  request  with  the  selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Madbury 
would  be  appreciated  if  this  would  be  beneficial  in  determining  your  support  for  the 
coming  year. 

Thank  you  for  your  continued  support  of  health  care  services  to  the  residents  of 
Madbury. 


DURHAM  AMBULANCE  CORPS 

The  Durham  Ambulance  Corps  is  a  private,  non-profit  volunteer  organization 
that  has  served  the  emergency  medical  transportation  needs  of  the  Durham,  Lee, 
Madbury  area  for  24  years.  Staffed  with  volunteers  and  one  full-time  manager,  the 
Corps  has  greatly  improved  its  level  of  care  from  the  minimal  services  of  Advanced 
First  Aid  in  1968,  to  various  levels  of  Advanced  Life  Support  currently  provided. 
The  Durham  Ambulance  Corps  takes  pride  in  providing  some  of  the  most 
sophisticated  and  progressive  emergency  care  in  the  area. 

In  July,  1992,  the  Corps  took  delivery  of  a  1992  Road  Rescue  Modular  Am- 
bulance. This  state-of-the-art  ambulance  replaced  the  1983  van  ambulance.  The 
new  ambulance  allows  more  room  to  carry  equipment  and  allows  attendants  access 
all  around  the  patient.  This  vehicle  was  purchased  with  appropriations  from 
Durham,  Lee,  UNH,  and  Madbury,  as  well  as  donations,  memorial  gifts  and  the 
1991  fund  drive. 
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During  1992  Corps  members  attended  many  advanced  training  courses.  Current- 
ly, members  with  advanced  skills  include: 

20  EMT-D  (Defibrillator  certified)  -  15  additional  members  enrolled. 
19  EMT-EOA  (Advance  Airway  Training)  -  4  additional  pending. 
6  EMT-I  (Intermediate  or  IV  certified)  -  8  additional  pending. 
3  EMT-P  (Paramedic  Level  Certified)  -  2  additional  enrolled. 

First  responders  and  bystanders  are  vital  links  in  the  survival  of  critically  ill  or  in- 
jured patients.  The  Corps  continues  to  offer  CPR  training  for  area  police  officers, 
firefighters,  day  care  providers  and  other  interested  groups.  We  also  offer  station 
tours,  safety  programs  and  limited  first  aid  training.  If  you  or  your  group  is  in- 
terested in  one  of  these  programs,  please  contact  the  station  at  862-3674. 

GOALS  FOR  1993: 

-  Continue  to  improve  communications  by  issuing  portable  radios  to  members  liv- 
ing in  the  outlying  parts  of  our  service  area.  This  will  allow  those  members  to  re- 
spond directly  to  the  scene  of  emergency  calls,  continuing  to  reduce  response  times. 

-  Update  Hazardous  Materials  and  Infection  Control  training  and  policies  in  com- 
pliance with  Federal  OSHA  regulations. 

-  Continue  to  improve  the  level  of  patient  care  provided  to  the  Corps'  service  area 
by  offering  advanced  training  courses  locally. 

-  Improve  ability  to  provide  pediatric  emergency  care  by  offering  pediatric 
emergencies  seminar  and  courses. 

-  Investigate  alternative  funding  sources  including  annual  fund  drive,  fund  raising 
events  and  patient  billing. 

In  1993  the  Corps  will  celebrate  its  25th  anniversary.  We  are  proud  of  our  long 
tradition  of  compassionate,  quality  emergency  medical  care.  We  are  planning  several 
events  throughout  the  year  in  celebration  of  our  25th  year.  Watch  the  local 
newspapers  for  details  on  these  upcoming  events. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  Durham,  Lee  and  Madbury  Police  and  Fire  Depart- 
ments, the  UNH  Police  Department,  and  the  Madbury  FAST  squad  for  their 
assistance  during  the  past  year.  Many  thanks  to  all  the  Durham  Ambulance  Corps 
members  who  have  continued  to  volunteer  their  time  and  resources  during  the  last 
year.

1992  ANNUAL  REPORT 
STRAFFORD  REGIONAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

SRPC  is  a  public  agency  responsible  for  coordination  of  municipal,  state,  and 
federal  planning  activities  in  Strafford  County  and  portions  of  Rockingham  County, 
New  Hampshire.  Fifteen  of  16  municipalities  in  the  region  are  currently  SRPC 
members. 

In  1992  SRPC's  efforts  were  focused  on  several  major  projects:  the  redevelopment 
of  Pease  Air  Force  Base,  regional  economic  development,  and  metropolitan  transpor- 
tation planning.  Since  early  1992,  SRPC  has  been  working  with  consultants  for  the 
Pease  Development  Authority  (PDA)  and  with  the  Rockingham  and  Southern  Maine 
Regional  Planning  Commissions  on  the  development  of  a  Seacoast  traffic  model. 
SRPC  is  the  lead  planning  agency  of  the  Seacoast  Metropolitan  Planning  Organiza- 
tion (MPO),  which  is  responsible  for  conducting  air  quality  assessments  and  coor- 
dinating transportation  planning  activities  for  the  Seacoast  area.  SRPC  also  conducts 
operational  planning  for  the  COAST  bus  system. 

In  July  1992  SRPC  published  an  Economic  Profile  for  the  Seacoast  area,  which  is 
being  used  by  the  PDA  and  local  economic  development  officials  to  promote  the 
area.  The  profile  contains  economic  and  demographic  data  for  the  Portsmouth- 
Dover-Rochester  metorpolitan  area  and  detailed  profiles  of  12  industrial  parks  in  the 
Strafford  region. 

SRPC  continued  the  development  of  a  regional  Geographic  Information  System 
(GIS)  in  1992.  In  June  1992,  we  completed  an  update  of  our  regional  GIS  coverage 
on  existing  land  use.  This  information  has  subsequently  been  used  in  two  Pease- 
related  consultant  studies:  the  Part  150  Noise  Study  and  the  Pease  Surface  Transpor- 
tation Master  Plan.  In  addition  to  its  regional  applications,  the  data  is  used  to  pro- 
duce existing  land  use  maps  of  each  of  our  towns. 

In  1993  SRPC  will  be  completing  a  regional  base  map  on  the  GIS  which  contains 
most  of  the  data  portrayed  on  standard  USGS  topographic  maps  (7.5  minute  quan- 
drangles).  We  are  also  producing  wetlands  and  developability  maps  for  towns  based 
on  Soil  Conservation  Service  (SCS)  soil  survey  data  and  mapping  various  pollution 
sources  in  the  region. 

Beginning  in  1993,  SRPC  will  be  expanding  its  transportation  planning  activities 
for  the  Seacoast  MPO  to  include  our  rural  communities  as  well.  The  Commission  is 
forming  a  Rural  Transportation  Committee  comprised  of  SRPC  representatives  from 
our  10  rural  towns  to  provide  direction  on  rural  transportation  issues. 

More  information  on  recent  an  upcoming  work  on  the  Strafford  Regional  Plan- 
ning Commission  can  be  obtained  from  your  town's  representatives  to  SRPC.
